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The proposed amendment overcomes rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 paragraph. In response to page 7-11, Yanagihara teaches 
changing to a second starting point (Rate in S31) greater than the first starting point (rate in S19) and greater than the current rate (rate in 
S31) of transmission in response to the indication of low congestion (RR, see [0067] and S23 in Figure 7), and increasing the rate of 
transmission starting from the second starting point [0099]. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "feedback" is distinguished from "indication 
of low congestion") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. 
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
